In 1904 there 
‘ame a failure in the wheat crop of 
the United States to the extent that 
for a twelvemonth it practically took | 
that country out of the list of wheat 
exporting nations, and with the aid 
of a duty of 25c. per bu., the dollar | 
mark was reached. In the following | 
year a normal crop was harvested | 
and the wheat markets of the United | 
States were forced into harmony 
with those of the rst of the world. 

“The following spring the cele- 
brated‘‘farmers’ strike’? was declar- 
ed, at the close of which the presi- 
dent of the American Society of 
Equity boasted that the strike had 
succeeded at every point, excepting 
on wheat, and he ascribed the fail- 
ure on that point to the fact that his 
mind was so much occupied with 
other Jines that before he knew it an 
enormous ‘visible’ had piled up, so 
that further resistance in that direc- 
tion became useless. 

“Por the present year a new and | 
bolder programme is announced. It 
calls for the pledging or pooling of | 
the wheat crop froma specified num- ! 
ber of acres in the wheat produc- 
ingg states, which, if given, will |

“The Grain Growers took the mat- 


iter up at their regular monthly 


meeting in October and accepted the 
invitation. The Society of Equity 
took it up at their annual mecting 
in November. One delegation repor- 
ted that it had= been instructed to 
vote in favor of amalgamation; the 
remainder appeared to have been 
edged to support a plan which had 
peen sprung in the menatime, to 
reorganize the Society so that instead 
of being an integral part of the 
American Society, they would, in 
the future, be known as the Canad- 
ian branch of that body. 

“A second meting was called for 
December at which the delegates 
stood as before, and.the opinion ex- 
pressed being largely against the 
proposed amalgamation, the chief 
organizer of the Equity — Society 
requested that the ~~ proposition be 
withdrawn. This was no sooner done 
than a-resolution was introduced by 
an Equity delegate asking that the 
Grain« Growers) umalgamate with 
the Society of Equity.

Consolidation of civic departments

Consolidation and commission and 
all the rest of it will avail but little 
till. the people begin to take a much 
keener interest in civic affairs.. 

As itis at present there is no 
“man on the street’ in the west. 
Only a very few know what is going 
on—or care. A bylaw is formulated

An unusual incident occurred at a 
recent council meeting . when a re- 
pregentative of the building trades 
council of the city dramatically 
pleaded with the aldermen ‘to solve 


the housing problem. His argument | 


was a strong one, and itisa re- 
markable thing that prominent men 
are taking the trouble to explain 
that Mr. Henderson's statement, 
‘the working men of Calgary are 
foreed to live in) miserable shacks 
as bad as the hovels of Asia,’’ was 
too'strong. 


Perhaps it was. Nevertheless, the 
housing problem in Calgary at pre- 
sentis of such a nature that strong 
statements are justifiable. It is 
practically impossible for a work- 
Ing man to secure a sanitary house 
in which to live. And this in spite 
of the fact that wages have gone 
up in all trades. 


Forty to fifty dollars per month is 


asked for houses which cost $2,000 | 


or less to build. The usurers of 
the early days of the Christian era, 
bitterly attacked as they were, were 
easy’ marks compared with many 
landlords in Calgary to-day. 


Some relief is in sight, however. 
Several apartment houses are plann- 
ed. Every week, too, sees from fifty 
to sixty thousand. dollars’ worth of 
residences registered in the inspect- 
or’s office at the.city hall, Working- 
men’s houses, forn\'but a smal! part 
of the total, itis true. A  remark- 
able fact is that in spite of all the 
building planned or actually under 
way, real estate is still far from 
active. The deals which are bein 
put through, however, are at goo 
figures. : 

With the request of the labor men 
that a special commissioner be ap- 
pointed on the street’ railway board 
to represent them but little sympat- 
hy is felt. If the working men of 
the city were a lot of disinfranchised 
slaves their request might be consid- 
ered reasonable, but” possessing the 
power of the ballot as they do, their 
claim is a sheer absurdity, | There is 
no more reason for the working men 
to have a special representative than 
for dressmakers or Orangemen to 
have one. The commissioners elected 
will represent all classes, grantin 
equal rights to all and special privil- 
eges to nobody—and if they don’t 
carry out this programme the work- 
ing man can easily vote them out of 
office. 

The next move in regard to a 
municipal telephone system is not 
as yet decided on—and isn’t likely 
to be for some time. At present 
but one large set of debentures — is 
being advertised that for the city 
hal). The extreme tightness of the 
money market is being felt in) con- 
nection with this one effort, even 
though the city’s credit is ecxellent, 


If the Government should) make 
an offer to take over the powers con- 
ferred upon the city in the vote of 
the week before last, it is safe bet- 
ting that alot of the public men of 
Calvary would feel very greatly 
relieved. The poor service of the 
Bell Telephone Co., their exorbitant 
rates and their shameful treatment 
of employees were the factors which 
contributed to the large vote in 
favor of the municipal — telephone 


system, rather than any desire for | 
another civie enterprise. Calgary, 


has quite enough big toys on its 
hands at present. 

Twenty one miles of cement side- 
walks, which amount is to be laid 
this summer, will add very much to 
the appearance of Calgary, but will
